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Bungalow drug den 
shut down at last

A DRUGS den which blighted a 
neighbourhood in Ely has been shut 
down by police. 

Number 110, West Fen Road, has 
been at the centre of a major police 
investigation for around two years. 

In the last year alone, officers have 
carried out 10 drugs warrants at the 
bungalow, resulting in several pros¬ 
ecutions. 

But the four occupants continued 
to deal drugs from the property and 
neighbours have been complaining 
about people going to and from the 
address at ah hours. 

Now, magistrates have granted a 
three-month closure order on the 
address, which bans the four resi¬ 
dents - and any of their associates - 
from returning to the address. 

Ely’s Detective Inspector Donna 
Wass said: “This was an exceptional 
situation and it is really pleasing 
that, with the co-operation and sup¬ 
port of residents, we have brought an 
end to the illegal and anti-social 
behaviour which has blighted the 
neighbourhood. 

“As well as drugs activity, there was 
significant involvement with other 
criminality including burglary, 
shoplifting, theft and the storage of 
stolen items. 

“The same process will be used to 
address other problem properties in 
future.” 

Police say neighbours complained 
of all-night parties and a raft of anti¬ 
social behaviour at the bungalow, 




including violence, littering and 
people visiting throughout the day 
and night. 

Police applied for a temporary clo¬ 
sure notice for the property on May 
1, which prohibited anyone but the 
four residents, from entering it. 

The new, stronger order granted by 
magistrates follows two previous 
drug den closures in Nene Road and 
Brooke Grove, both in Ely, in 2011. 

Police are warning anybody who is 
dealing drugs inEast Cambridgeshire 
that they will be caught. 

Chief Inspector Russ Waterston 
said: “This is the third premises we 
have closed down but the most sig¬ 
nificant, because of its links to other

to those involved in the use and sup¬ 
ply of drugs. 

“We will continue to use all tactics 
available to us to target people 
involved in such criminality and res¬ 
idents should be assured that, even if 
they can’t always see police activity,

we are working hard to disrupt crim¬ 
inals and bring offenders to justice.” 

Anti-social behaviour co-ordinator 
for East Cambridgeshire, Brian Tully, 
said the activities at the bungalow 
caused “much distress” to neigh¬ 
bours. 

He said: “Despite numerous raids 
on the property, the drugs activity - 
including typically unsavoury peo¬ 
ple calling at the property at all times 
of the day and night, causing com¬ 
motion and nuisance - continued, 
much to the distress of law-abiding 
and respectable neighbours. 

“As a last resort, we decided to seek 
a closure order because of the con¬ 
tinued anti-social behaviour people 
living in the street had to endure 
over a long period of time.”

Dismay as church 
and groups told 
to find a new site 


CHURCHGOERS are furious 
after being told they have just 
weeks to find an alternative 
place of worship. 

The Vine Community Church 
in Littleport, as well as a youth 
group and family club, have all 
been told they have got to move 
out of the Regal Community 
Centre in Littleport. 

The owners of the centre, local 
building firm Buckingham and 
Sparrow, have written to all its 
users to tell them they have to 
re-locate by the end of July. 

Its users are furious and fear 
the centre is going to be bull¬ 
dozed in order for new homes to 
be built on the site, but 
Buckingham and Sparrow 
insists there are “no firm plans” 
to knock the facility down. 

A spokeswoman for the firm 
said: “We have written to the 
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users of the centre as their leases 
run out on July 31. The lease was 
meant to end last June but we 
extended it by more than a year 
so they have known this would 
be happening for some time. 

“This is just standard proce¬ 
dure. There are no firm plans for 
the site yet so they are wrong to 
say it is going to be knocked

down.” 

But a member of the Vine 
Community Church, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“We’re all furious. We’ve been 
told we’ve got until the end of 
July to get out of the Regal. 

“This is a community centre 
which is used by people of all 
ages and there aren’t many other 
places in the village for us to go.” 

Talks about the future of the 
centre have been ongoing for 
some time and last year 
Buckingham and Sparrow said 
they wanted to give the centre to 
the parish council in return for 
permission to ditch the building 
of social housing on a separate 
site near the Highfields Estate. 

The parish council says it has 
not heard anymore from the 
developers since those discus¬ 
sions.

A PEDESTRIAN crossing has finally been 
completed in Ely - around three years 
after a group of mums started campaign¬ 
ing for it. 

Worried parents have been calling for a 
pedestrian crossing to be built in 
Downham Road for some time. 

Last year, Cambridgeshire County 
Council agreed to put £10,000 towards 
building a crossing in the busy route, and 
the Friends of the Lantern School 
(FOTLS) made it their mission to raise the 
remaining £4,357 needed, which they 
did. 

Downham Road is used by around 2,000 
young people each day, including stu¬ 
dents walking to Ely College and families 
crossing the road to get to Lantern 
Primary School and Harlequin Childcare 
nursery. 

Campaigners were told the crossing 
would be complete this February, but 
poor weather and delays in getting a 
power supply to the crossing’s lights 
held the project up. 

But the crossing is now complete - 
much to the relief of those who have to 
cross the busy route. 

Abbie Holgate, chair of the FOTLS and 
one of the main campaigners, said: “It’s 
been a long time coming but finally the 
crossing is complete. It seems like we’ve 
waited forever for it and we should never 
have had to wait that long. 

“But finally we have a pedestrian 
crossing, complete with road markings 
and lights, which makes it so much safer 
for us and our children to walk to school, 
whether that be nursery, primary school 
or secondary school.” 


A painting fit for a

“YOUNGER, happier and more 
contemporary” was the look an 
artist was hoping to give the 
future Queen of England in his 
portrait of her. 

Yves Messer said he was “unim¬ 
pressed” with the first official 
painting of the Duchess of 
Cambridge by Paul Emsley - and 
has created his own in response. 

And Kate Middleton is not the 
only world-famous city figure 
whose likeness the Ely artist has 
created, having previously visit¬ 
ed Cambridge University profes¬ 
sor Stephen Hawking in order to 
create a portrait. 

Mr Messer, of Cambridgeshire 
Close, said Mr Emsley’s painting 
of the Duchess - which was 
slammed by critics - did not por¬ 
tray the mum-to-be as he saw 
her. 

He said: “I thought in the paint¬ 
ing by Paul Emsley she looks 
more fierce and older, and I 
thought that’s not how I see her. 

“I see her as a very good and 
happy person, I love her smile. 
She’s quite an inspiring figure. 
That’s how I imagine her and 
that’s how I painted her. 

“I tried to paint her in a young¬ 
er, more contemporary way, but 
still so that people will recognise 
her.” 

Mr Messer, 53, said he is now

planning to tell the Palace about 
the painting created with pen¬ 
cils, acrylics and completed with 
a layer of oils, and hopes they will 
like it and want to have it. 

He said: “I will inform them 
that I have done that and see 
what happens. I have no idea. I 
have never done it before - it’s my 
first member of the Royal 
Family.” 

After his request to paint Prof 
Hawking was granted, he spent a 
day in 2008 sitting in a corner in 
the cosmologist’s office snapping 
and sketching while visitors 
came and went. 

Mr Messer said: “At the end of 


the day, everybody left and he 
asked me to shake his hand, so I 
was really impressed. It was a 
nice touch from him.” 

Mr Messer created another por¬ 
trait of Prof Hawking to mark his 
70th birthday.

Showmen’s plans 
are rejected again 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build two new showmen’s yards 
have been refused - for the sec¬ 
ond time. 

James Gilbey and Raymond 
Pearson first applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to move their 
families on to land in Whitecross 
Road, Wilburton, an area which 
has many showmen’s yards, last 
June. 

But their proposals were reject¬ 
ed by planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, who said the develop¬ 
ment would have an “adverse 
impact” on the landscape. 

They then re-applied for plan¬ 
ning permission in February but 
those plans have now been 
thrown out too. 

The Showmen’s Guild, an 
organisation which protects the 
interest of travelling showmen 
and their families, was backing 
Mr Gilbey’s and Mr Pearson’s 
plans. 

Jane Brown, secretary of the 
guild’s Norwich and Eastern 
Counties section, said: 
“Raymond Pearson has had 
extreme difficulty in finding a 
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plot for his family to settle in the 
Eastern counties area. 

“This is due to there not being 
enough sites allocated to show¬ 
men in the district. 

“As the Pearsons mainly travel 
in this section of the guild, it is 
obvious they should have a yard 
in the area. Wilburton fits per¬ 
fectly as there are showmen 
already based in this area. It 
makes sense.” 

The families wanted to create 
two new plots and planned to 
both live and store their equip¬ 
ment there. 

But local district and county 
councillor Bill Hunt was against 
the proposals.

In a letter to planners, Cllr 
Hunt said: “The facilities and 
road network are hardly ade¬ 
quate to service the needs of 
those living to the south of 
Whitecross Road. 

“Building on the north of this 
road would be an incursion into 
the countryside that is unaccep¬ 
table. Any granting of permis¬ 
sion would, in my view, set a 
dangerous precedent which 
would cause other applications 
to be made.” 

Refusing the proposals, the 
council’s head of planning, Giles 
Hughes, said: “The creation of 
two travelling show people plots 
on the northern side of 
Whitecross Road would be 
against the current grain of 
development and would create a 
significant encroachment into 
the open countryside, with an 
adverse effect on the landscape 
setting. 

“Such development could also 
open the door for similar future 
development on the northern 
side of Whitecross Road, which 
would further erode the open¬ 
ness of landscape.”

Supermarket is on 
its way to Soham 


IT’S the news the majority of resi¬ 
dents in the Soham area have been 
hoping for. 

More than a year after plans to 
build a 41,000 square-foot super¬ 
market on the outskirts of the town 
were submitted, the major scheme 
has now been given the green light. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
approved the outline planning 
application last Wednesday, despite 
being recommended by planning 
officers to reject it over fears it could 
harm business in the town centre. 

Around 80 residents packed into 
the council chamber for the meet¬ 
ing and cheers of joy filled the room 
as the committee voted unani¬ 
mously to approve the plans, sub¬ 
ject to conditions including the 
agreement of a provider and Section 
106 funding being approved by the 
council’s head of planning. 

The committee heard a public 
consultation on the plans attracted 
665 comments in support and 51 
letters of objection. A recent survey 
also revealed around 80 per cent of 
Soham residents currently travel 
out of town to nearby Ely or 
Newmarket to do their shopping. 

Among those who spoke in favour 
of the new store at the meeting was 
David Lunn, of The Shade. 

He said: “Yes we have a Budgens 
store and a Co-op but they are con¬ 
venience stores, not supermarkets. 
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“They don’t offer what the big 
stores offer. Around 80 per cent of 
people in Soham have told us they 
travel out of town to do their main 
shopping. This is sad news for 
Soham and we need to change it.” 

County and district councillor for 
Soham, lames Palmer, also pleaded 
with the committee to approve the 
plans. 

He said: “Soham, and the north of 
the town in particular, has grown 
tremendously over the years and 
there are hundreds more new 
homes on their way. 

“We can’t keep building houses in 
Soham without providing people 
with more facilities or better infra¬ 
structure. 

“We are currently telling people 
that they have to drive around 14 
miles out of Soham to do their 
shopping and that is not what we 
should be doing. 

“New supermarkets have been 
built in Ely and in Newmarket, and 
it’s about time Soham had one of its 
own too.” 

Opposing the plans, Soham resi¬ 
dent Charles Warner said: “This is

the wrong development in the 
wrong place. 

“If we are to have a new supermar¬ 
ket, it should be as near to the High 
Street as possible. 

“Building this supermarket in The 
Shade will suck the life out of the 
town centre and set out the long 
term decline of the town.” 

Soham Town Council chairman 
Rosemary Aitchison, district coun¬ 
cillors Tony Parramint and Colin 
Fordham, and numerous other resi¬ 
dents also spoke in favour of the 
plans at the meeting. 

The planning committee’s deci¬ 
sion will see developers Harrier 
Developments building the new 
store on land in The Shade, as well 
as 282 parking spaces, a communi¬ 
ty-style pub/restaurant, a petrol 
station and a new roundabout to 
provide access. 

It is also believed the developers 
will contribute £150,000 to improv¬ 
ing public transport in the town 
and £100,000 towards other town 
centre improvements. 

As previously reported, the owner 
of Soham’s Budgens store, fonathan 
lames, was hoping for the plans to 
be refused so that he could offer his 
store, in Clay Street, to one of four 
big supermarket chains - Tesco, 
Asda, Morrisons or Sainsbury’s. 

However that offer was only going 
to progress if the plans were reject¬ 
ed.

Another poor decision

‘Dangerous’ 
tennis courts 
to receive new 
lease of life 

WITCHFORD Village College 
has been given permission to 
revamp its “dangerous” tennis 
courts. 

The specialist sports school 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion in January to upgrade its 
current tennis courts. 

The college described the 
facilities as “unusable and dan¬ 
gerous” and said it wanted to 
make them “usable and compli¬ 
ant” for both tennis and netball. 

The proposals have now been 
approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The work, which is being 
funded by Sports England, will 
see the courts being upgraded 
so that they can be used by both 
students and local clubs. 

New heavy-duty fencing will 
also be erected around the 
facility and floodlights will be 
put up to enable the courts to be 
used more during the winter 
months, and in the evenings. 

Planning officer Alkis Riziotis 
said: “The state of the tennis 
courts is very poor and the 
metal fencing can be danger¬ 
ous. 

“The proposal is a great 
improvement to this facility. 
There are no issues and the 
improvement is to be wel¬ 
comed.”

TWO councillors who were 
banned from sitting on any 
of their authority's commit¬ 
tees have finally been 
allowed to return to them. 

It was more than a year ago 
that Conservative East 
Cambridgeshire District 
councillors Mike Rouse, who 
represents Ely North, Elaine 
Griffin-Singh, who also rep¬ 
resents Ely North, and Anna 
Bailey, who represents the 
Downham Villages, were 
stopped from sitting on any 
of the council’s committees. 

Council leader Peter 
Moakes made the controver¬ 
sial decision after the trio 
went against the party by 
opposing plans to introduce 
car parking charges in Ely - 
proposals which have since 
been dropped. 

Speaking at the time, Cllr 
Moakes said the decision 
was made as the councillors’ 
“punishment” and that they 
had “disappointed their fel¬ 
low party members”. 

Cllr Moakes then decided 
to let Cllr Rouse back onto 
his committees as they felt 


he had “disobeyed the party 
rules less” - but Cllr Griffin- 
Singh and Cllr Bailey were 
not allowed to sit on any 
committees. 

Now, 14 months later and 
just days after Cllr Moakes 
announced he was stepping 
down as council leader as he 
is approaching his 70th 
birthday, both councillors 
have been allowed back onto 
committees by new leader, 
Soham-based Cllr James 
Palmer. 

Cllr Bailey is now chair¬ 
man of the personnel and 
corporate services commit¬ 


tee and Cllr Griffin-Singh, 
Ely’s new mayor, is on the 
same committee, as well as 
the licencing committee. 

Cllr Griffin-Singh said she 
is “delighted” to be back on 
committees. 

She added: “It went on for 
far too long and I’m glad Cllr 
Palmer has done the right 
thing by allowing us back 
on.” 

Cllr Bailey said: “Elaine 
and I were banned from all 
committees for 14 months. It 
was ridiculous. 

“Peter has now gone and 
James has a clear vision for 


the years ahead. 

“The future certainly looks 
bright for the district council 
and I’m pleased we can now 
both represent our elector¬ 
ates by serving on commit¬ 
tees.” 

The ban meant the coun¬ 
cillors were only able to have 
their say on issues at full 
council meetings, which are 
held only two or three times 
a year. 

The move sparked fury 
among local people, who 
labelled Cllr Moakes a “dic¬ 
tator” and insisted that all 
three were simply represent¬ 
ing the views of their elector¬ 
ates by speaking out against 
the parking charges. 

Cllr Palmer will be the dis¬ 
trict council’s leader for the 
next two years.

Pilot’s death 
‘was an 
accident’ 

A VERDICT of accidental 
death has been recorded after 
a helicopter pilot crashed at a 
former airfield. 

Experienced pilot Robert 
Crofts-Bolster, 50, was killed 
when his two-seater R22 Beta 
helicopter crashed in 
Witchford, close to the 
Lancaster Way Business Park. 

The accident happened on 
January 6 last year and saw 
the helicopter plummeting 
approximately 1,400ft. 

Mr Crofts-Bolster, of 
Brasted, Kent, was on a flight 
from Manston to Fenland 
Airfield, near Spalding, Lin¬ 
colnshire. He died at the 
scene. 

A report published by the Air 
Accident Investigation Branch 
earlier this year found that 
the helicopter’s rotor blades 
had separated from the air¬ 
craft, rendering it un-flyable. 
But what caused that happen¬ 
ing still remains unclear. 

Their report said one possi¬ 
bility is a build-up of ice in the 
carburettor. 

An inquest into Mr Crofts- 
Bolster’s death was held in 
Wisbech on Wednesday. 

It heard the victim had near¬ 
ly 5,000 hours worth of flying 
experience and that he was 
both a flight instructor and 
examiner. 

A verdict of accidental death 
was recorded by Coroner 
William Morris.

Dad attacked 
at train station 
in front of son 


A DAD was attacked by two 
men at a railway station as 
he waited for a train with 
his young son. 

The 26-year-old man, 
from Ely, was at Littleport 
Railway Station with his 
8-year-old son when he 
was punched and kicked 
by two attackers. 

The attackers are 
described as white Eastern 
European males and 
British Transport Police

“Soon after, two different 
men entered the station, 
one of whom ran across 
the tracks to access the 
platform, shouted insults 
at the victim, and punched 
him in the head twice. 

“The pair then proceeded 
to kick the man as he lay on 
the floor, before running 
away from the station by 
crossing the tracks again. 

“The assault caused the 
victim to suffer swelling on 
his face, and left him badly 
shaken up.” 

The victim was waiting 
for the 11.31pm service 
from Downham Market 
when the assault took 
place at around 11.20pm 
on Saturday, May 4. 

BTP says several mem¬ 


bers of the public were pre¬ 
sent on the same platform 
and may have witnessed 
what took place. 

Witnesses may also 
remember seeing a dark- 
coloured car with a loud 
and noticeable exhaust 
which the attackers used 
to leave the station car 
park immediately after. 

The two men who carried 
out the attack are both 
described as white Eastern 
European men in their 
early-to-mid 20s and 
around 5ft lOin.

which at their worst have 
flooded the bathroom 
floor. 

The 81-year-old said: “If 
we don’t notice it in time 
it overflows into the 
bathroom and comes 
back up through the lava¬ 
tory pan and spills onto 
the floor.” 

The couple have coped 
for as long as they can, 
but Mr Sired says he 
believes this issue will be 
one with no solution.

MP speaks up over fuel 
price fixing claims 


SOUTH East Cambridgeshire 
MP Jim Paice has spoken up 
about ever-increasing fuel 
prices.

Medical research firm 
told it can stay in Ely 


A PIONEERING medical 
research company has been 
given the green light to stay 
in Ely. 

London-based firm, 
Retroscreen Virology, set up a 
‘flu camp’ at Angel House, in 
Station Road, last September 
and soon started to recruit 
volunteers to take part in the 
scheme. 

The aim of the flu camp is to 
help find a cure for flu and 
the common cold. It sees vol¬ 
unteers being paid to be 
infected with a flu virus and 
then monitored closely over a 
period of days or weeks as the 
infection develops in their 
system.

But what bosses at the major 
firm didn’t realise was that 
they didn’t have the correct 
planning permission to be 
running the facility. 

The company then applied 
for retrospective planning 
permission to change the use 
of the offices at Angel House 
from offices to research clinic 
last November. 

The change of use has now 
been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, meaning the flu 
camp can continue to oper¬ 
ate. 


Alkis Riziotis, planning 
officer in the case, said: “The 
proposal would make little, if 
any change, to the character 
of the use of the building and 
there are no issues raised. 

“The specialist high-tech 
research element it brings 
into the planned area of the 
Ely Station Gateway is wel¬ 
comed.” 

The proposals attracted no 
concerns from highways or 
environmental health. 

A spokesman for 
Retroscreen Virology said: 
“We’re delighted with the 
outcome of the planning 
application. 

“We have research centres 


in Cambridge and London 
but we are using our base in 
Ely to recruit people for our 
flu camps. 

“Through the camps we are 
hoping to understand more 
about how colds and flu 
develop and one day find a 
way of tackling them and our 
research could help in cases 
of croup in children, which is 
potentially fatal. 

“All the tests we do are rig¬ 
orous and as safe as we can 
make them, we are moni¬ 
tored by all of the regulatory 
bodies.”

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Sing the soggy, boggy blues 


BOG plants may be the saviour for 
gardeners battling with soggy 
ground, Hannah Stephenson dis¬ 
covers... 

The other week, maverick 
designer Diarmuid Gavin advised 
gardeners that they would have to 
roll with the weather to ensure 
their gardens survived and 
thrived the extremes. 

That advice may prove useful to 
people who are looking out on yet 
another rainy day and wondering 
which plantings will withstand 
consistently soggy conditions and 
come to life in very wet soil. 

Look at the positives of having a 
boggy site. Damp ground is a val¬ 
uable wildlife habitat and there 
are plenty of plants which will 
thrive happily with wet feet, 
including bugle (Ajuga reptans), 
Siberian iris, lobelia, Arum lily 
and globeflower. 

As for trees, native willows and 
alder are at their happiest in damp 
conditions if you have plenty of 
space to plant them a safe dis¬ 
tance from your house. 

Quite a few perennials and 
shrubs will thrive, such as hostas 


(although be vigilant against slugs 
and snails) and Jerusalem sage 
(Pulmonaria saccharata), an ever¬ 
green with white spotted foliage 
and red, pink or white flowers that 
bloom from late winter to late 
spring, while the foam flower 
(Tiarella cordifolia) is a spreading 
perennial with spikes of creamy 
white. 

Popular shrubs which will toler¬ 
ate a lot of water include many 
viburnums, dogwoods and spi¬ 
raea. For those with big bog gar¬ 
dens which are wet throughout 
the winter and damp in summer, 
go for the enormous Gunnera 
manicata, which has dark green 
deciduous leaves spanning up to 
2.5m (8ft) and provides a great 
backdrop for seasonal flowers. 

If you haven’t much space, it 
may be better to plump for small¬ 
er specimens such as houttuynia 
and mimulus, which go well 
together. 

Another plant that boasts 
impressive foliage is the skunk 
cabbage (Lysichiton americanus), 
which grows lm (3ft) high by 
1.25m (4ft) wide. But try not to 


plant it too close to nose level, as 
its big yellow flowers have a strik¬ 
ing odour. 

If you are creating a bog garden, 
bear in mind that bog plants look 
best in bold groups. Combine a 
good clump of foliage with some 
smaller, more colourful choices. 

For those who want more colour, 
astilbes love wet soil and produce 
delicate plumes in white, pink, 
mauve, red and crimson in sum¬ 
mer. 

For a splash of green and yellow 
in spring, Euphorbia palustris is 
the one to go for, although beware 
of the milky sap which can irritate 
skin. 

Cowslips should also be includ¬ 
ed in your bog garden border. 
Among the best is the giant cow¬ 
slip (primula florindae), which 
grows to around lm (3ft) and car¬ 
ries stunning tubular pendant 
yellow scented flowers in sum¬ 
mer. 

Another wonderful variety 
which is easily sown from seed is 
Primula denticulata, which bears 
beautiful flowerballs in lavender, 
cerise, mauve or white. And can¬ 


delabra primulas are also burst¬ 
ing with colour in early summer, 
in a vast range of colours. 

For a tall, elegant perennial, try 
Ligularia przewalskii, which has 
2m (6ft) high stems and produces 
spires of yellow flowers in mid to 
late summer. 

If you want your colour scheme 
to last longer, plant some 
Rodgersia podophylla, which has 
creamy white flowers in the sum¬ 
mer and leaves which change col¬ 
our beautifully in the autumn. 

Remember that with plants 
which love soggy conditions, weed 
carefully as many of them will 
seed around the parents. If primu¬ 
las do this, they have a tendency to 
produce a lot more colours. 

If you want your wet garden to 
look natural, plant around exist¬ 
ing features such as logs or mossy 
tree stumps. And make sure you 
dig in plenty of organic matter to 
help them along. 

With a little imagination, you 
can soon reap the rewards of con¬ 
sistently wet soil and it should 
help stave off the misery of look¬ 
ing out at the rain.

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How do I keep 
my business 
records?

Have you just started in business? 
Are you at the stage of wondering 
what bookkeeping records you 
should keep? 


The law states: “That if you have 
to send H M Revenue and 
Customs a tax return you must 
keep all records and documents 
you need to complete the return. 
If you don’t have adequate 
records or you do not keep them 
for long enough, you may have to 
pay penalties”. These penalties 
can be up to £3,000, so it is worth 
getting it right on day one. 


So what are adequate records? 
How long should you keep them? 
This depends on the legal status 
of your business: 


Sole trader/Partnership - You 
must keep a record of all 
business income and expenses 
and they should be kept for 3 
years after the filing deadline 
of the return. 


Limited Companies - You 
must keep a record of the 
company assets, liabilities, 
income and expenditure. The 
records must be complete and 
up to date and must be kept 
for at least 6 years following 
the end of an accounting 
period. 


The above are the pure basics for 
the record keeping, there are lots 
of other factors that will affect the 
records you keep. As well as 
keeping adequate records you 
need to keep all original 
documents, however, these can be 
scanned and kept electronically.

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Have your say on fire 
station merger plans 


Police say ASB in 
Littleport is reducing 


Youngsters invited 
to panto auditions 


RESIDENTS are being given 
the chance to speak up over 
plans to merge two fire stations 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

As previously reported, 
Cambridgeshire and 

Peterborough Fire Authority 
wants to combine Burwell and 
Swaffham Bulbeck fire sta¬ 
tions to create a larger, pur¬ 
pose-built station on land adja¬ 
cent to the current station in 
Burwell. 

People from across 
Cambridgeshire now have 
until fuly 2 to have their say. 

Fred Brown, chairman of the 
fire authority said: “Both exist¬ 
ing buildings and the land sur¬ 
rounding them were not 
designed to house fire stations 
and so are not fit for purpose 
(one is a former public house, 
the other a former factory 
building). 


“The creation of one com¬ 
bined fire station has always 
been a long term plan, as it is 
not feasible to bring either 
Swaffham Bulbeck or Burwell 
stations up to modern day 
standards, or to provide a 
proper practical training facil¬ 
ity. 

“A plot of land adjacent to 
Burwell Fire Station has now 
been made available and its 
owners have agreed to do a 
land swap with the fire author¬ 
ity.” 

Once the consultation has 
ended, the results will be col¬ 
lated and evaluated prior to 
being presented to the fire 
authority at its meeting in 
October for a final decision. To 
have your say, pick up a leaflet 
from your local fire station or 
visit www.cambsfire.gov.uk. 


POLICE say anti-social 
behaviour (ASB) in Littleport 
has decreased as a result of 
more officers being put on 
patrol.

“Since putting the dedicat¬ 
ed patrols in place we have 
seen a distinct reduction is 
such behaviour and plan to 
keep the patrols in place in 
order to monitor the situa¬ 
tion.”

(Lady) 

Hamlet 


THE question, according to the Marlow 
Society, which is putting on a skewed 
production of a classic, is: what’s a girl 
going to do? 

The troupe of am-dram students is 
reinterpreting Shakespeare's Hamlet 
with a modern twist and a female lead, 
as (Lady) Hamlet. See what they did 
there? Sticking to the society's tradition 
of reacting against Victorian theatre and 
reviving Shakespeare's work (and the 
quality of verse-speaking actors to boot), 
expect more than a few surprises. 

The setting is bleak, the stage stark: 
it's the end of the Cold War and the 
1980s loom as "one young woman finds 
the most dangerous revolutions start at 
home". With a dead father, a remarried 
mother and a murderous uncle on the 


throne, not to mention a ghost or two, 
Hamlet must tackle a web of tragedies 
and dangers to exact her revenge. 

Director Niall Wilson explains why he 
decided to switch Hamlet's gender: "I'm 
interested in how the dynamics of the 
piece will change. 

"There is a long and storied history of 
female Hamlets, and more recently of 
female actors taking on traditionally male 
Shakespearean roles - Fiona Shaw as 
Richard II, Pippa Nixon as the Bastard in 
King John - and it's exciting to enter into 
this tradition's spirit of making the old 
modern. 

"This production is about seeing the 
world through young eyes, for better or 
worse. A middle aged bloke lofting a skull 
doesn't show that."

Epic 3D (U, 102 mins) 

BASED on the children’s book The Leaf Men And 
The Brave Good Bugs by William Joyce, Epic is a 
charming fable that could, with clever parental 
persuasion, inspire the youngest generation to 
swap their video games for an invigorating spot 
of housework. 

Chris Wedge's vibrant computer-animated 
film reveals a long-standing feud between tiny 
eco-warriors called Leaf Men, who protect 
Mother Nature and are invisible to humans, and 
an army of evil-doers called Boggans, who are 
armed to the sharpened teeth with infectious 
mould. 

In order to protect our parks and forests, and 
restore sunshine to our gloomy technology- 
driven society, the dirt and decay must be 
banished forever. 

Seventeen-year-old Mary Katherine (voiced by 
Amanda Seyfried), who prefers MK for short, 
reluctantly heads out of the city to stay with 
her madcap father, Professor Bomba (Jason 
Sudeikis). 


Since the death of his wife, Bomba has thrown 
himself into his study of the little men, who 
apparently reside in nearby trees and brooks. 

Naturally, MK thinks her father has lost his 
grip on sanity until she is magically shrunk into 
this fantastical realm of valiant warriors and 
talking flora. 

MK is taken under the wing of Leaf Men rebel 
Nod (Josh Hutcherson), whose gung-ho actions 
disappoint his commanding officer, General 
Ronin (Colin Farrell). 

When the rival army of Boggans led by evil 
Mandrake (Christoph Waltz) attempts to take 
over the forest and destroy the Leaf Men and 
their benevolent leader, Queen Tara (Beyonce 
Knowles), Nod and MK stand side by side 
against the onslaught. 

Directed at a brisk pace by Wedge, who 
previously helmed Ice Age and Robots, Epic is 
an enchanting journey of discovery that will 
inspire pangs of nostalgia for parents who 
fondly remember the 1989 Disney romp Honey, 
I Shrunk The Kids.

The TV gardening maverick 
admits that it's easy to talk about garden design, 
to lecture on it and write books about it, but he 
developed a fear of it when it came to his own 
plot. 

"I bought a new home, a show house, with 
a perfectly simple garden - wooden fences, 
sloped lawn, some scalloped shaped beds to 
the sides and that was it. But for the life of me, 

I couldn't decide on a good design which would 
satisfy the family,” he says. 

"I made the terrible mistake of ripping out 
everything that was here in the misguided belief 
that a clean sweep would provide some clarity. 
And then I did... nothing... for ages.” 

The situation became so dire that his local 
estate agent sheepishly approached and said 
Gavin was making his job selling properties very 
difficult because of the state of the garden. 

"The ignominy! So, something needed doing. 
Even then I ran away from the issue. I started 
work indoors, knocking down walls, repainting 
and disposing of heavy black curtains.” 

Ever distracted with other projects, the TV 
gardener says that his own plot has progressed 
slowly. "After some years I developed a plan and 
commissioned a beautiful illustration. Now at 
least we know what the garden will look like. 

"The heavy building work started - a 
beautiful two-storey veranda now crosses the 
back of the house allowing for outdoor living

on two levels. Freshly planted wisterias are 
beginning to climb towards the sky, wrapped 
around reclaimed cast iron pillars. The 
foundation is in for a small summer house. 

"Over Easter I shifted five tonnes of sieved 
topsoil in readiness for new raised vegetable 
beds. The big plan is to terrace - lawns, beds 
and borders. 

"However, the big lesson is - don't do it my 
way. Just do as I say.” 

Gavin and his family live minutes from the 
coast. Their garden enjoys a sunny aspect but, 
like the rest of the country, there is plenty of 
rain. However, he has ploughed on and has 
achieved some measure of success in his choice 
of planting. 

"The difficulty in the last few years has been 
the either freezing or just plain cold winters. 

I like to battle against the elements and the 
echiums that are growing up against the sitting 
room window are testament to that - they have 
been burnt by frost but even now stand at a 
majestic 10ft high. If you are a gardener you roll 
with the weather.” 


He offers the following design tips to 
gardeners who want their garden to look good, 
whatever the weather: 

■ Keep the overall design simple. When you're 
making a plan, use a few sweeping lines to lead 
the eye from the viewing point, which is often 
the kitchen window, right down to the back of 
your plot. 

■ Turn your lawn into a welcoming green 
wide pathway, which almost acts as an arrow, 
drawing the eye or the visitor on a journey. 

■ Keep the planting simple. Mass plant low- 
growing shrubs such as dwarf purple berberis 
for colour or clouds of Pittosporum tobira 
'Nanum'. 

■ If your garden is extremely small, shaded or 
just damp, give up on a lawn altogether. It's not 
going to repay any maintenance and you will 
spend years and fortunes bemoaning the brown 
patches and invasion of weeds and moss. Dig 

it up and replace it with a top-quality artificial 
turf. For a top-of-the-range brand, try Easigrass. 

■ Consider what your specimens will look like all 
year round, not only when covered in foliage or 
flower. If you're planting a tree, why not try a 
multi-stemmed birch? 

■ Pay attention to a few detailed areas. Surprise 
and delight by framing your front door with 

a wonderful display of massed colour in pots. 

For instance, a mass of flowering cyclamen 
crammed into a 'long Tom' terracotta urn looks 
special and draws attention from less well 
tended parts of the garden.
